Ottawa, bes. 14—The following 
conclusions have been drawn by the 
Ottawa Free Presse {rom an fiivestiga 
tion conducted:in the district of 
South Renfrew in connection with 
the election complication in that rid- 
ing. ’ 

This historic riding of South Ren- 
frew which has been the scene of 
many a famous polittat battle in 
which thousands of dollars and oceans 
of eloquence have been expended, is 
today face to face with one of the 
nicest questions of political honor 
which has ever come before Any 
Canadian constituency. The issue is: 
Shall the solemn faith of the two 
Party executives, signed, sealed and 
delivered, be respected or shall it be 
ignored and thrown to the winds as « 
piece of worthless paper? It must be 
said that after an examination of the 
whole situation the conciusien can 
vunly be reached that the greater 
number of the electors of the riding 
manifest a desire to keep faith with 
the agreement. But, and it is a very 
important “‘but’—the practica! poll- 
ticlans of the constituency want an 
election and they do not care whether 
in having such election they break 
faith or net.” 

Pailed to Consult Maloney. 

After reviewing the story of the 
complication the Free Press con- 
tinues; . "The signere of the agree- 
ment tailed to take Dr. Maloney, who 
was the defeated Conservative candi- 
date ih the last election, into accomnt,

only just to say that Dr. Maloney and 
his ttlends claim that they warned 
the Conservative executive that if any 
such agreement were made jit would 
not be lived up to by them, nor by the 
Federal ministers who have charge of 
the political destinies of Eastern 
Ontario, Now Dr, Maloney declares 
that he repudiates the agreement and 
that he will beta candidate at the 
coming by-election, agreement or no 
agreement. He says and he !s able to 
produce documentary evidence in 
support of hig claim, that he was not 
uniy nut & party lo the agreement, 
but that he repudiated its intention 
from the yery (iret when he heard of 
it and that he warned the Conserva- 
tives to that effect, and more than 
that he asserts that he has already 
commenced his campaign and that he 
will stay im the field until the lust 
vote ig polled and he adds with char- 
acteristic Celtic fire that when the 
votes are cdunted he will be at the 
top.of the poll, And there the situa- 
tion is, ° 

e Conservatives Sign. 

The Conservative executive, by its 
president, by its vice-president, by 
its secretary and by its chief mem-~- 
bers committee have affixed their 
signatufes to an agreement not to op- 
pose Hon. G. P. Graham and it must 
be said that they all, so far as they 
cowid be met declared their emphatic 
intention to live up to that agree- 
ment. They say that if election is 
forced upon the riding they will take 
no part in it at all, that they will atay 
at home and do nothing to aid elther 
candidate. But while they say this 
they are being bombarded with pro- 
tests by many of their party follow- 
ers to abandon their position on the 
ground that they were “ticked” into 
an unfair awreement, and that there 
is no need to keep falth, because Mr. 
McGarry could have been elected 
ally way with ease. 

But the members of the Conserva- 
tive executive are all honorable men 
and they desire and intend to live up 
to their word of honor, .s0 that it is 
inevitable that if Dr. Maloney, and 
these who are behind him force the 
contest, there ‘wil be nothing to do 
but to stand aloof and let the Ma- 
loney wing of the party fight it out 
with the Liberals. 

But what of the Liberals? They do 
not seem to be.any more united in 
support of the agreement than are 
the Copservatives, It is true that they 
all claim that, McGarry having been 
given an acclamation, the Conserva- 
tives are in honor bound to allow the 
Liberal to be elected by acclamation 
to fill Mr, Low's seat in the Com- 
mons, but it cannot be denied that 
there is very strong sentiment oppor- 
ed to selection of an 
party candidate. 

This is more difficult to underetind 
because Hon. Mr. Graham happens 
to have been born in the county of 
Renfrew, but that event took place

Next Tuesd1y, 
the board will reqtire the railroad 
companies to show, if the shipper 1¢- 
quests, how charges are made up, 
Wher shipments, are transferred fron 
one railroad to another. There ‘s a 
good deal of complaint in this matter 
at pr@ésent, At the same sitting, .re 
consideration of the question af regu- 
lating the express rates will be heard. 
According to the rules in force by tlie 
compenies at present, a shipper want- 
ing to send goods to a point ay, 
where only the Canadian express hes 
an office finds that the Dcminion #x- 
press Company will not accept .he 
goods, | 

Some important regulations drawn 
up by J. G. Rutherford, veterin.ry 
director general for the Dominion 
Government, for the shipment of live 
stock in Canada will be submitted for 
approval, 

The railroads have a s&complaiat 
against commercial travellers in var- 
ticular. Huge trunks are now carried 
without extra charge and the rail- 
roads want the size of these artiv.ies 
regulated, if they are to come unJer 
the free list.

London, Dec, 14—-A meeting under 
the auspices of the parliamentary ?r- 
bitration committee perfected today 
an organization to co-operdte with the 
American National Committee for the 
celebration of the centenary of peace 
among Engiish speaking races and to 


commemorate the signing of he 
treaty of Ghent in 1814. The celebra- 
tion will take’ place in the United 


States, Canada and in England 4ur- 
ing the years 1914, 1915 and 1916, 
Eaeri Grey former governor general 
of Canada, was elected president of 
the society. 


In Secret Session School 
Board Discusses the 
Question 


NO DECISION 
IS ARRIVED AT 
Board in Quandry Over 
Funds Which They Wish 
. to Hold. 


For over two “ours and a half last 
night the public school board, ‘n 
special session, wrestled with the 1e- 


quest of the teachers of the Edmonton 
high and public schocis for an n- 
crease in salaries, and at the end of 
that time appeared to be no nearer 
a solution of the problem than at rhe 
commencement of the discusston 

The matter was finally laid over for 
consideration at the regular session 
of the board next Thuraday nignt 
when it is probable that it will finally 
be dispesed of 

The press were excluded from the 
session, but it is understood, howey2r, 
that the board, as a whole, is unfa/or- 
able to granting the increases request- 
ed. 

Last night's specix] meeting of tne 
board was calleG as a result of a joint 
meeting \of the teachers’ committee 
and school management committee 
held last Saturday afterncon. At -his 
meeting the teachers . presented a 
schedule of wages, calling for sub- 
stantial increases all round, together 
with em explanaticn as: to why they 
considered the raise. necessary up ‘ler 
present conditions. The school mai- 
agement committee deferred the ma:- 
ter until last night’s special meeting. 

Increases In Salaries, 

The schedule of teachers’ salaries 
as presented to the board last nignt, 
calls for a maximum salary for a high 
school principal of $2,300 and a max!i- 
mum salary of $3,000 tc be reached 
after elght years ‘service. The pres2ut 
maximum salary for this position is 
$2,000, reached by Yearly increases of 
$100 to the initial salary. 

The schedule demands that the 
principals of public schools and nigh 
school assistants. holding first class 
certificates or .university degrees te 
paid a minimum salary of $1,800 in- 
Stead of $1,400 as at present. The 
minimum salary fixed far grade teacn- 
ers in the new. schedule is $750 with 
a maximum of $1,000 for six years’ 
service, as compared at present,with @ 
minimum of $600 and a maximum cf 
$800. Corresponding increases ?:@ 
asked for other grades of teachers. 

Reasons for Increases. 

Several: reasons are given by ‘he 
teachers for their request for incr>13- 
ed salaries. Perhaps the mcst potent 
reason mentioned is the increased cost 
of ving in Edmonton. They also 
point to the fact that a higher scale 
of wages prevails in other western 
cities than in Edmonton, . 

Acting Chairman W. H._ Clark 
reached this important item of busi- 
ness in last night's pragram, shortly 
after nine o'clock and the board im- 
mediately went into a committee cf 
the whole on the matter, behind civn- 
ed doors. It was almost twelve o'clock 
when adjournment was maved and the 
four trustees left Secretary Brady's 
office to meet again next~ Thursday 
ight. Those present were W. H, 
Clark, Barnes, Ramsey, W. H. Cusn: 
ing and Superintendent McCaig. 

Re Separate School Taxes. 

Another important matter which 
came béfore the board last night was 
brought up by a letter from Short, 
Cross, Biggar and Cowan, acting ‘or 
the Separate Schcor Board, Informa- 
tion was asked for concerning ‘he 
scliool taxes paid by a number cf 
business places in the city. These had 
not exercised their privilege.of stating 
whether they desired the taxes paid 
to the public or separate schoo] board,

USING TELEPHONE FOR 
TRAIN DESPATCHING 


Entire System of the Canadian Pacific 
Hallway West of the Great Lakes 
Will Be Thus Equipped in the Near 
Future, 


Calgary, Dec. 14—The entire Cant- 
dian Pacific Railway west of the erat 
lakes to the Pacific coast will he 
equipped with a telephone train dis 
patenug system within a short time 
and before a few Weeks have pasved 
that portion of the line between Swill 
Current and Field will be operated by 
telephone train dispatching apparatus. 
At the present time, all the dispatch+ 
ing on the main line between Calgary 
and Field is being done by telephone. 

The system is working splendidly 
and it is the intention of the company 
to project the telephone lines east to 
Medicine Hat, where it will connect 
up with the link now in operation 
between that place and Swift Current, 
In the eastern provinces, where ihe 
wekther is damper, where fogs are 
frequent and ‘other, atmospheric.dis- 
turbances interfere with the electric 
currents in telephone and telegraoh 
lines, telephones are said to have been 
less successful for train dispatching,

The press were excluded from ihe 
session, but it is understood, however, 
that the board, as a whole, is unfa,or- 
able te gtanting the increases request- 
ed. 

Last night's special meeting of tne 
board was called as a result of a joint 
meeting of the teachers’ .committce 
and school management commiitee 
held last Saturday afternoon. At -his 
meeting the teachers presented a 
schedule of wages, calling for sub- 
stantial incréases all round, together 
with an explanaticn as to why they 
considered the raise nete*sary un‘ler 
present conditions.. The svi “1 ma1- 
agement committee @<ferred . .¢ mai- 
ter until last night’s special meeting. 

Increases In Salaries, 

The schedule of teachers’ salaries 
as presented td the board last nignt, 
calis for a maximum salary for a high 
&chool principal of $2,300 and a maxi- 
mum @#alary of $3,000 tc be reached 
after elght years ‘service. The presant 
maximum salary for this position is 
$2,000, reached by Yearly increases of 
$100 to the initial salary, 

The schedule demands that the 
principals of public schools and nigh 
school assistants. holding first class 
certificates or university degrees te 
paid a minimum salary of $1,800 in- 
stead of $1,400 as at present. The 
minimum salary fixed for grade teach- 
ers in the new schedule is $750 with 
2 maximum of $1,000 for six. years’ 
service, as compared at present with a 
minimum of $600 and a maximum cf 
$800. Corresponding increases ?:-@ 
asked for other grades of teachers, 

Reasons for Increases. 

Several reatons are given by ‘he 
teachers for their request for incr2as- 
ed salaries. Perhaps the mest potent 
reason mentioned is the increased ‘cost 
of living in Edmonton, They also 
point to the fact that a higher scale 
of wages prevails in other western 
cities than in Edmonton, 

Acting Chairman W. H. Clark 
reached this imporfant item of basi- 
ness in last night’s pragram, shortly 
after nine o'clock and the board im- 
mediately went into a committee cf 
the whole on the matter, behind cia 
ed doors, It was almost twelve o'clock 
when adjournment was maved and the
